If for no other 
reason—and there are many—Edmonto 
businessmen should band then to- 
gether at this'time with a very cl appre- 
ciation of the importance of seeing that 
shift is made in the position and efficie 
of the National system that will deprive 
them and the city of business that has been 
theirs in the past and that properly belongs 
to them. , : 

The annual drive for membership in 
the chamber is being staged next week. 
Teams have been chosen and an enerectic 
effort is to be made to enroll as many as 
possible of the business and professional 
men of the city.

A cynic might say that France and 
Germany miss no chance of checking each 
other. What one proposes the other op- 
peers, with a regularity that deadlocks 

whole settlement process. France 
having suggested an extension of the 
ver moratorium for a year, Germany 
promptly responds that it cannot accept 


od 


that stay of proceedings and wants an im- 
mediate decision on the reparations ques- 
tion. 

The serious feature of this develop- 
ment is that Germany has reason on its 
side. If Berlin were only blocking a 
French proposal for the sake of doing so, 
it could be coerced. But a moratorium does 
not pay a bill. It only postpones the day 
of payment, and leaves the debtor at the 
end of the moratorium farther in debt 
than when it was declared. Germany says 
it cannot pay the present amount of the 
reparations claims; the amount would be 
greater a year hence, by the accumulated 
interest, if the moratorium were extended. 

Wher. a debt is so large as to be un- 
payable, it is the debtor, not the creditor, 
who controls the situation. By simply 
throwing up his hands and ceasing to try 
t_ pay he can bring matters to a head, and 
the creditor can get only what he can 
take by force. When the two parties are 
nations, and not individuals, this means oc- 
cupation, and probably war with all its un- 
certainties. 

Germany's debts are unpayable in 
amount, and the country has apparently 
made up its mind to cease trying to pay 
them. There appear to be two alternatives 
for the creditor nations. They may make 
a settlement now, cutting down the claims 
to an amount that Germany can pay and 
is willing to make an effort to pay, or they 
may refuse to make such a settlement, ex- 
asperate the already rebellious debtor by 
further delay, and take chances on getting 
nothing in the end.
